WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi­ 
dent Johnson’s assertion that the 
fight to save South Vietnam from 
communism is worth the price 
despite "passionate voices” of 
protest is challenged by policy 
critics. 


Johnson told the heads of about 
300 fraternal organizations F ri­ 
day 
that 
the 
big question is 
whether the war is worth the 
price. "I say it is,” he declared. 


"In every war we have fought 
there have been passionate voices 
crying that the engagement was 
unwise, that what we might ac­ 
complish was not worth the price 
we would have to pay,” he said. 
This was true, he said, when 
the Axis powers nibbled at Eu- 


rope in the 1930s, when commu­ 
nism threatened Greece and Tur­ 
key in 1947, when the Reds block­ 
aded Berlin In 1948, when South 
Korea was invaded in 1950 and 
In the Cuban missile crisis 
In 
1962. 
"These voices are heard now,” 
he said,” as Communist power 
threatens the life of South Viet­ 
nam.” 
Sen. Frank Church, l>Idaho, 
one of the dissenters 
against 
whom Johnson’s shafts appeared 
aimed, said he wishes the South 
Vietnamés "shared the Presi­ 
dent’s estimate of the Import­ 
ance of the war in their country.” 
"Then we wouldn’t have to do 
the fighting for them, while they 
stay behind the lines and engage 


in pacification efforts agong their 
own people,” Church said. 
Sen. Clifford P. Case, R-N.J., 
a Foreign Relations Committee 
member who has called for more 
vigorous efforts to negotiate a 
peace, said to a separate inter­ 
view Johnson failed to state the 
Issue between him and his critics. 
"We are in the war and the 
question is, what are the options 
open to us?” Case asked. 
He said the President’s re­ 
marks were not the answer to 
the question of what steps the 
United States can take to re­ 
solve the conflict. 
A sharp Vietnam debate, with 
two Republicans criticizing the 
administration on the ground it 
has not brought about greater 


efforts by the South Vietnamese 
government in the war, devel­ 
oped in the Senate shortly after 
the President commented. 


Sen. Edward W. Brooke, R- 
Mass., said the United States 
should refuse to "send one more 
soldier or one more Marine to 
fight and to die in South Viet­ 
nam until that government be­ 
gins to stand up to Its responsi­ 
bilities.” 


And Case renewed his stand 
that the administration should 
get the South Vietnamese gov­ 
ernment to make Improvements 
to rally the all-out support of 
Its army and its people.

his support of Johnson’s course, 
said; "If the President Is cor­ 
rect when he says our reason 
for being there is to prevent the 
spread of communism by force 
and violence, this is certainly 
worth lt. "It better be worth it 
with all the lives we’ve lost. 


It’s hardly a time for secono 
guessing as to whether it is 
worth it. This question now Is 
a bit academic.” 


Johnson took direct issue with 
critics who have contended the 
Asian conflict is a civil war in 
which the United States has no 
vital Interests. 
The President said the price 
of "risking a third world war 
by our failure to stand in Viet­ 
nam now is a far heavier price 
to pay” than even the loss of 
American lives. 
"Their sacrifice-1 deeply be- 
lleve-wlll make a greater war, 
and a far heavier price less 
likely In the years to corno,” 
he said.

Hand wringing about the past does no good 
but awareness can be a good safeguard for the 
I future. 
• Framers of the constitution knew their business. 
They understood the meaning of recorded his­ 
tory. Many had experienced tyranny. 
Almost without exception governments that pre­ 
ceded this republic were authoritarian. 
• The patriots, who wrote the constitution, were 
. determined that it wouldn’t happen here. 
• Limitations were placed on the power of the fed­ 
eral government. A system of checks and balances 
among its three branches was instituted. 
. Areas were set aside upon which no branch of 
• government could intrude. 
Centralization of power in the federal govern­ 
ment in this century has been accompanied by 
loose interpretation of the constitution, the so­ 
cialization of society and the master planning by 
government to guide and rule the lives of citi­ 
zens from womb to tomb. The careful planning 
to avoid authoritarian rule has been blunted in the 
rush to increase the role of government in every 
citizen’s life. 
Private enterprise and all those elements on 
which this nation rose to greatness have been 
hedged by law and the theory that the bureaucrats 
know best. 
Courts have fallen into the habit of declaring 
constitutional 
anything 
which is politically 
expedient. 
Politicians use the constitution as an alibi for 
not doing something rather than as the construc­ 
tive vital and forward looking force for which 
it was designed. 
The hour is late but the trend can be arrested 
if enough citizens become informed and inter­ 
ested. 
The Constituion is still the nation’s best road 
map for the future.

OUR EVERGREEN TRADITION 
Somehow the second of the two documents which 
gave our nation its start has never commanded 
the reverence of the first, the Declaration of 
Independence. 
The Fourth of July is a national 
holiday, going back to that auspicious date in 
1776 when old political bonds were broken. 
But Sept. 17, 1787 — a date more than 11 years 
later — culminated a revolution and set this 
nation on its course. 
It was then that the Constitution of the United 
States was signed by 39 delegates of the Con­ 
stitutional Convention in Philadelphia, later to 
be submitted for ratification to the legislatures 
of the first states. 
Today, the 180th anniversary of that event, is 
modestly lighted by Congress and the President 
as Citizenship Day and the first day of Consti­ 
tution Week. 
LYNDON JOHNSON has officially 
expressed the hope that appropriate ceremonies 
will give Americans “ a better understanding 
of the Constitution and of the rights and re­ 
sponsibilities of United States citizenship.” 
It is regrettable that this wish could not be 
underlined or circled in a hearty hand and a 
bright color. 
Rights are something we hear about frequently 
these days. 
But the subject under discussion, 
where the Constitution is concerned, is compound. 
Responsibility goes hand in hand with rights. 
Materialism 
has 
designated Constitutional 
rights into demands for an equality of possession 
rather than an equality of opportunity. 
It ne­ 
gates the original American concept of justice, 
privilege and accomplishment, and imitates the 
socialistic concept of a homogenized and there­ 
fore bland and mediocre society. 
It ignores 
God, whose commandments speak to the indi­ 
vidual and his love for a neighbor and his God. 
The dream, which still glimmers through mod­ 
ern materialism, was beautifully expressed in 
1869 by JAMES RUSSELL LOWELL: “ To Amer­ 
icans America is something more than a promise 
and an expectation. 
It has a past and traditions 
of its own. A descent from men who sacrificed 
everything and came hither, not to better their 
fortunes, but to plant their idea in virgin soil, 
should be a good pedigree. 
There was never 
a colony save this that went forth, not to seek 
gold, but God.”

OUR EVERGREEN TRADITION 
Somehow the second of the two documents which 
gave our nation its start has never commanded 
the reverence of the first, the Declaration of 
Independence. 
The Fourth of July is a national 
holiday, going back to that auspicious date in 
1776 when old political bonds were broken. 
But Sept. 17, 1787 — a date more than 11 years 
later — culminated a revolution and set this 
nation on its course. 
It was then that the Constitution of the United 
States was signed by 39 delegates of the Con­ 
stitutional Convention in Philadelphia, later to 
be submitted for ratification to the legislatures 
of the first states. 
Today, the 180th anniversary of that event, is 
modestly lighted by Congress and the President 
as Citizenship Day and the first day of Consti­ 
tution Week. 
LYNDON JOHNSON has officially 
expressed the hope that appropriate ceremonies 
will give Americans “a better understanding 
of the Constitution and of the rights and re­ 
sponsibilities of United States citizenship.” 
It is regrettable that this wish could not be 
underlined or circled in a hearty hand and a 
bright color. 
Rights are something we hear about frequently 
these days. 
But the subject under discussion, 
where the Constitution is concerned, is compound. 
Responsibility goes hand in hand with rights. 
Materialism 
has 
designated 
Constitutional 
rights into demands for an equality of possession 
rather than an equality of opportunity. 
It ne­ 
gates the original American concept of justice, 
privilege and accomplishment, and imitates the 
socialistic concept of a homogenized and there­ 
fore bland and mediocre society. 
It ignores 
God, whose commandments speak to the indi­ 
vidual and his love for a neighbor and his God. 
The dream, which still glimmers through mod­ 
ern materialism, was beautifully expressed in 
1869 by JAMES RUSSELL LOWELL; “ To Amer­ 
icans America is something more than a promise 
and an expectation. 
It has a past and traditions 
of its own. 
A descent from men who sacrificed 
everything and came hither, not to better their 
fortunes, but to plant their idea in virgin soil, 
should be a good pedigree. 
There was never 
a colony save this that went forth, not to seek 
gold, but God.” 
Interpreters of the Constitution, sitting on the 
high benches of our courts, have sometimes

Centralization of power in the federal govern­ 
ment in this century has been accompanied by 
loose interpretation of the constitution, the so­ 
cialization of society and the master planning by 
government to guide and rule the lives of citi­ 
zens from womb to tomb. The careful planning 
to avoid authoritarian rule has been blunted in the 
rush to increase the role of government in every 
citizen’s life. 
Private enterprise and all those elements on 
which this nation rose to greatness have been 
hedged by law and the theory that the bureaucrats 
know best. 
Courts have fallen into the habit of declaring

POOR CHARLIE SAYS! 
This is National Constitution week. 
It is an 
excellent time to read this document. 
Few look for it but it is easy to find for those 
who do. 
The constitution is available in many dictionar­ 
ies, almanacs and encyclopedias. 
If more Americans read it they would be less 
willing to permit Washington bureaucrats 
to 
tamper with it. 
A careful reading discloses just how’ far the 
country has strayed from the faith of our found­ 
ing fathers. 
Hand wringing about the past does no good 
but awareness can be a good safeguard for the 
future. 
Framers of the constitution knew their business. 
They understood the meaning of recorded his­ 
tory. Many had experienced tyranny. 
Almost without exception governments that pre­ 
ceded this republic were authoritarian. 
The patriots, who wrote the constitution, were 
determined that it wouldn’t happen here. 
Limitations were placed on the power of the fed­ 
eral government. A system of checks and balances 
among its three branches was instituted. 
Areas were set aside upon which no branch of 
government could intrude. 
Centralization of power in the federal govern­ 
ment in this century has been accompanied by 
loose interpretation of 
constitution, the so­ 
cialization of society and the master planning by 
government to guide and rule the lives of citi­ 
zens from womb to tomb. The careful planning 
to avoid authoritarian rule has been blunted in the 
rush to increase the role of government in every 
citizen’s life. 
Private enterprise and all those elements on 
which this nation rose to greatness have been 
hedged by law and the theory that the bureaucrats 
know best. 
Courts have fallen into the habit of declaring 
constitutional 
anything 
which 
is 
politically 
expedient. 
Politicians use the constitution as an alibi for 
not doing something rather than as the construc­ 
tive vital and forward looking force for which 
it was designed. 
The hour is late but the trend can be arrested 
if enough citizens become informed and inter­ 
ested. 
The Constituion is still the nation’s best road 
map for the future.

OUR EVERGREEN TRADITION 
Somehow the second of the two documents which 
gave our nation its start has never commanded 
the reverence of the first, the Declaration of 
Independence. 
The Fourth of July is a national 
holiday, going back to that auspicious date in 
1776 when old political bonds were broken. 
But Sept. 17, 1787 — a date more than ll years 
later — culminated a revolution and set this 
nation on its course. 
It was then that the Constitution of the United 
States was signed by 39 delegates of the Con­ 
stitutional Convention in Philadelphia, later to 
be submitted for ratification to the legislatures 
of the first states. 
Today, the 180th anniversary of that event, is 
modestly lighted by Congress and the President 
as Citizenship Day and the first day of Consti­ 
tution Week. 
LYNTON JOHNSON has officially 
expressed the hope that appropriate ceremonies 
will give Americans “a better understanding 
of the Constitution and of the rights and re­ 
sponsibilities of United States citizenship.” 
It is regrettable that this wish could not be 
underlined or circled in a hearty hand and a 
bright color. 
Rights are something we hear about frequently 
these days. 
But the subject under discussion, 
where the Constitution is concerned, is compound. 
Responsibility goes hand in hand with rights. 
Materialism 
has 
designated 
Constitutional 
rights into demands for an equality of possession 
rather than an equality of opportunity. 
It ne­ 
gates the original American concept of justice, 
privilege and accomplishment, and imitates the 
socialistic concept of a homogenized and there­ 
fore bland and mediocre society. 
It ignores 
God, whose commandments speak to the indi­ 
vidual and his love for a neighbor and his God. 
The dream, which still glimmers through mod­ 
ern materialism, was beautifully expressed in 
1869 by JAMES RUSSELL LOWELL; “To Amer­ 
icans America is something more than a promise 
and an expectation. 
It has a past and traditions 
of its own. 
A descent from men who sacrificed 
everything and came hither, not to better their 
fortunes, but to plant their idea in virgin soil, 
should be a good pedigree. 
There was never 
a colony save this that went forth, not to seek 
gold, but God.”

COLUMBIA - A potential corn 
loss of from 35 to 40 per cent 
from the southwestern corn bor­ 
er was forecast today for some 
M ssouri a re a s by University of 
Missouri 
extension 
entomolo­ 
gists. 
Another insect pest tocheck for 
is the European corn borer, al­ 
though it is believed it will not 
cause excessive field lo sses. 
Also, according to entomolo­ 
gists, the probability of field in­ 
festations of the Angoumois grain 
moth is high. 
This insect dam­ 
ag es stored grain. 
The 
southwestern corn bor­ 
er has developed into a major 
problem 
in those southeastern 
counties 
south of Cape G irar­ 
deau 
and 
to 
a le s s e r extent 
through the southern two tie rs 
of 
counties, entomologists re ­ 
ported. 
A survey of 18 fields in New 
Madrid County showed 17 were 
infested with southwestern c o rn 
b o re rs. The percentage o f stalks 
infested ranged from about 10 to 
71 and averaged about 36 per­ 
cent. 
This data should apply to 
other southeastern counties, en­ 
tom ologists said. 
The southwestern corn borer 
girdles the stalk from inside. 
Stalks break off near the ground 
level 
when they become dry.

CGI. UM BIA — A potential corn 
loss of from 35 to 40 per cent 
from the southwestern corn bor­ 
er was forecast today for some 
M ssouri areas by University of 
Missouri 
extension 
entomolo­ 
gists. 
Another insect pest tocheckfor 
is the European corn borer, al­ 
though it is believed it will not 
cause excessive field losses. 
Also, according to entomolo­ 
gists, the probability of field in­ 
festations of the Angoumois grain 
moth is high. 
This insect dam­ 
ages stored grain. 
The 
southwestern corn bor­ 
er has developed into a major 
problem in those southeastern 
counties south of Cape Girar­ 
deau 
and 
to 
a lesser extent 
through the southern two tiers 
of counties, entomologists re­ 
ported. 
A survey of 18 fields in New 
Madrid County showed 17 were 
infested with southwestern corn 
borers. The per cent age of stalks 
infested ranged from about IO to 
71 and averaged about 36 per­ 
cent. 
Ib is data should apply to 
other southeastern counties, en­ 
tomologists said. 
The southwestern corn borer 
girdles the stalk from inside. 
Stalks break off near the ground 
level when they become dry. 
Wind increases breakage. 
Ten to 12 per cent of this stalk 
breakage has already occurred. 
On the average, this leaves some 
20 to 30 per cent of infested 
stalks to break off. 
Corn cm fallen stalks is lost un­ 
less used by livestock or hand 
picked. 
Entomologists suggest a course 
of action to hold down losses in 
infested areas. 
Check for percentage of stalks 
which are girdled and not yet 
broken off. 
Do this by examin­ 


ing a total of IOO plants in three 
to four locations over the field. 
Walk into the field 20 to 25 
steps and check either 25 or 33 
consecutive plants for girdling. 
Push on the stalk in the vicinity 
of the ear zone. If the plant has 
been girdled it will usually break 
off. 
The number of plants which 
break represents the percentage 
of stalk loss yet to come. 
If this percentage is IO or 
above, it should be profitable to 
harvest the crop and take the 
moisture discount rather than 
waiting for moisture levels to 
drop. 
European corn borers feed and 
tunnel in stalks and ear shanks. 
As stalks dry, the weakened ear 
shanks break and ears fall to the 
ground. Winds will increase the 
loss. 
Entomologists said that if it is 
known that European corn bor­ 
ers are heavy in fields, farm­ 
ers should check 50 to IOO ear 
shanks for evidence of infesta­ 
tion. 
If IO lier cent or more of 
the shanks are infested, then 
early harvesting is advised. 
Field infestation of the Angou­ 
mois 
grain 
moth may occur 
across the state, according to 
entomologists. 
Field infestations are more 
likely to occur on varieties whose 
ear tips are exposed beyond the 
shlocks. Ear tip damage by birds 
and other insects also provides 
easy access for infestation by the 
moth. 
Field infestations of Angou­ 
mois usually increase as the 
moisture percentage decreases. 
Entomologists stated that with 
these points in mind, it is urged 
that new crop corn be treated with 
a protectant or inspected monthly 
and fumigated at the first sign of 
infestation in storage.
